British National Debt Commission 
Holding Sum Totalling $20,000,000 

Forgotten fortunes being held by 
the British National Debt Commis- 
sioners now total nearly $20,000,000 
according to an announcement in 
London. The sum represents the value 
of British Government securities and 
their accumualted dividends which 
have mever been claimed by the 
original purchasers. One of these 
holdings—in Consols—-is worth near- 
ly $1,000,000. No one has ever at- 
tempted to claim it. An English 
woman living in Marseilles, France, 
did not even know that she possessed 
a fortune amounting to $230,000 with 
accumulated dividends totalling near- 
ly $100,000. For years she had lived 
by borrowing or begging from rela- 
tives or neighbors. “It is difficult to 
give the reason for the overlooking 
of what in many cases are substan- | 
tial fortunes,” an official of the Na- | 
tional Debt Commissioners said.

New Census Of Stais 


Discloses Number, Size Of Sun, Not 

j Previously Identified 

An astronomical star census, by & 
new method reported to the National 
Academy of Sciences at Charlottes- 
ville, Va., increases the theoretical 
mathematical chances of life like that 
on earth existing elsewhere in the 
universe. 

This report does not discuss the 
possibilities of life, but shows a larger 
number of stars the size of our sun 
than previously identified. Its new 
star census fits directly into the 
statistics by which astronomers have 
been calculating the chances that 
there might be other suns with 
planet families and evolutions just 
just like ours. 

Such an “accident” was once con- 
sidered remote. Lately the almost 
incredible multiplication in the esti- 
mated numbers of stars has caused 
astronomers to consider the “acci- 
dent” of exact similarity more pos- 
sible, and the census shows the ex- 
istence of an increased number of 
specific places where there might be 
duplication. 

The star count was’ made on 
“dwarf” and “giant’’ stars by P. Van 
«de Kamp and A. N. Vyssotsky of the 
Leaner © McCormick observatory, 
University of Virginia. 


Newest Police Methods 


Daring Stunts In Air Brought Con- 
fession From Murderer 


“Third degree” methods in the air 
have been used by the Argentine 
police to obtain a confession to the 
murder of two Scots, Mr. Thomas 
Veitch Henderson, of Jedburgh, Rox- 
burghshire, and Mr. Donald Suther- 
land; of Edinburgh. They took the 
suspected man, Emilio Gustavo La- 
jus, an hotel keeper, up in an aero- 
plane, and then ordered the pilot to 
do the most daring stunts of which 
he was capable. A series of looping- 
the-loop, falling leaf, high-speed 
dives, and similar tricks made Lajus 
lose his nerve, and he declared he 
would confess.

May Settle Old Dispute 


Irish Free State Making New Pro- 
posals To Britain 

The Irish Independent reported new 
proposals were being made for set- 
tlement of the ancient Anglo-Irish 
dispute, including a republican form 
of government for the Irish Free 
State and a treaty of association 
with the British Commonwealth, 

The newspaper said the proposals 
contained a scheme for the associa- 
tion of the Free State and Ulster 
which, it was hoped, eventually 
would lead. to federal association, 
creation of a moderately substantial 
Free State navy and evacuation of 
British forces ffor Queenstown and 
Beerhaven ports. : 

The plan, it was claimed, was based | 
on the Free State undertaking to 
maintain a navy of fixed strength, 
with the United Kingdom to sell her 
the necessary warships at a cost of 
£5,000,000 sterling (about $25,000,- 
000). 

Britain, the newspaper said, would 
agree to wipe out sums now in dis- 
pute with the Free State. These are 
the land-annuities, payment of which 
to Britain was suspended when Ea- 
mon de Valera became president of 
the Free State in 1932. Q 

The Free State government in 
turn would raise and train the 
crews for about 10 ships, with naval 
headquarters probably loading at 
Cork. It recently was announced the 
Free State will be represented at the 
London’ naval conference beginning 
Dec. 6. 


New Idea For Parking 


Metérs May Be Tried Out In St. 
John, N.B. 

Saint John motorists are wonder- 
ing if they'll have to pay a nickel 
every time they’ park in certain 
areas. Edward D. Walsh, commis- 
sioner of public safety, wants to give 
“park-o-meters” a trial. 

As operated in various U.S. cities 
the system involves the use of timing 
meters for the parking spaces. In- 
sertion of a coin raises a signal and 
‘holds it in position for the period set 
by ordinance, When the signal is 
down beside a car the parker either 
has overstayed the time limit or tried 
to cheat the city out of a nickel, In 
either case he gets a $1 ticket. 

“I've been studying this for some 
time and I am convineed that this 
device will work out satisfactorily in 
Saint John,” said Commissioner 
Walsh. ‘We have a serious parking 
problem here and something of the 
kind is needed.” 

The meters pay for themselves in 
four months, according to a Kansas 
City newspaper, which added: 

“You can't laugh away the nickel- 
in-the-slot curb parking meters, 
militantly atop metal standards on 
the main shopping streets here since 
midsummer. The curb meter seems 
to be one of those things born to 
spread over North America, not so 
rapidly as miniature golf or chain 
letters but with something of the 
same sort of ultimate coverage.” 


Substitute For Explosives 


| Compressed Air Used For Dislodging 
Coal In Mines 


A blast of compressed air is being 
used for dislodging coal from seams 
in some Illinois and Indiana mines, 
instead of explosives. Heavy steel 
cylinders charged with air at a pres- 
sure up to 15,000 pounds to the 
square inch are inserted in drill holes, 
The air is released through a valve 
operated by remote control, The coal 
is pushed out of the seam in larger 
chunks than when blasted and is 
therefore more valuable. The greater 
safety for the miners is the prime 
factor.—New York Herald Tribune.

Lack Of Courtesy Of The Man 
: Behind The Wheel 

_The question of the. courtesy and 
temperament of motor drivers has 
come to the fore of late through the 
Suggestion of a widely-read magazine 
that the automobile is the ruination 
of tempers, . 

Consideration of this phase,of the 
subject leaves the impression that 
there is something in the mere act 
of driving a car which causes one to 
forget all, or nearly all, the common 
requirements of courtesy. 

Recently we had cause to com- 
ment on the fact that few Canadian 
drivers will dim their headlights for 
an approaching car, even when re- 
quested to do so by repeated action 
of the other driver in dimming the 
lights. It is truly amazing how our 
dispositions suffer when we are be- 
hind the wheel of a motor car. We 
feel aggrieved at the driver who tries 
to pass us, and speed away in a 
cloud of dust. We try to cut in 
ahead of the other fellow, we de- 
mand our half of the toad and prob- 
ably a little more, knd we probably 
consider the other driver always in 
the wrong. ‘ 

We suggest that motorists give 
honest consideration to this subject, 
make up a list of just how you feel 
towards the other driver on various 
occasions; you will likely be greatly 
surprised -to learn that you lack 
courtesy when behind the wheel of 
your car. 

The restoration of courtesy in 
driving,. friendly, willing courtesy, 
could well be the first step in a 
Canadian-wide safety campaign. Let 
us think courtesy and follow through 
with action.—St. Catharines Stand- 
ard. ‘ .

Lucrezia Borgia, 
the notorious ‘‘mass” poisoner of the 
Renaissance period, by her brother, 
Caesar. It contains dozens of secret 
drawers in which Lucrezia is reputed 
to have kept liqueurs and wirzies. The 
most interesting feature, however, is 
the key, in the handle of which is 
hidden a needle which remained em- 
bedded in a deadly poison. 

Lucrezia’s enemies often attempt- 
ed to open the cabinet, but their 
ignorance of the existence of the 
needle meant a swift death in terrible 
agony. 
_ The cabinet was later given by 
Cardinal de Medici to Czar Alexander_ 
_L, and remained in the possession of 
the House of Romanoff until 1917. It 
was often admired by Rasputin. 

It is now owned by Baron von 
Landauer, and is for sale at £3,000.

_©°""The Trade Agreement 


‘About all that can be said at this juncture in support of the Canada- 
Inited States trade agreement signed at Washington on Friday, Nov. 15, is 
hat it is a step in the right direction and should bea prelude to further 
cessions in the interests of a freer flow of trade and commerce between 
o gréat neighboring and friendly countries. 

* ‘Both=the former Canadian administration and the newly-elected Do- 

minion government are deserving of commendation and congratulation for 

leit respective shares in the negotiations which culminated in a pact to 

note gréater commercial intercourse between two States, geographically 
and ethnologically designed for close relationshins. 

Insofar, however, as judgment can be pronounced on the tangible bene- 
fits to be derived by the citizens of the Western Canadian prairie provinces 
as a result of the agreement, that is a verdict -which must await results 
demonstrable after the pact has been in operation for awhile, and perhaps, 
for some considerable time. a 
_ ‘This is a statement which cannot be emphasized too strongly. For it 
must be borne in mind that the benefits of a reciprocal commercial agree- 
ment cannot be reaped immediately the gates are flung open; nor can the 
maximum exchange of commodities, for which concessions have been grant- 
ed, be realized in the earlier stages of the operations of an agreement. 

. There are good reasons for this. The amount of the duty reductions 
involved is by no means the only factor which determines the quantity and 
value of the goods exchanged between the co-operating signatories. There 
must be an available supply to meet a demand at the time the demand re- 
quires it. The demand must exist to take care of the supply. Trade prac- 
tices and seasonal exigencies are contingencies which have to be reckoned 
‘with: New financial arrangements have to be made when commodities are 
diverted into new channels of trade. Existing stocks may have to be 
liquidated. New methods of packing and shipping may be involved. 


Then, too, it should also be pointed out that a number of the commod- 
ities on which duties have been reduced under the agreement are subject- 
ed to quota restrictions and these will have some bearing in limiting the 
benefits to be derived. 

These are only a few of the factors involved in the diversion of trade 

over new routes or in developing a trickle into a broad stream. There are 
others, and because of this, the Western Canadian producer must expect to 
wait awhile before he is able to reap enhanced prices for the products he 
expects to sell in a new market and, by the same token, the consumer can- 
not hope to be able to purchase overnight goods imported under a newly. 
signed agreement at a great deal less than the price he has been accustomed 
to pay. : 
’ Unquestionably one of the most important concessions to Western 
Canadian agriculture is the reduction of the duty on live cattle exportéd to 
the United States. This is one of the items, however, on which a quota 
restriction is placed. The lowering of the duty will provide a needed out- 
let for a considerable number of cattle but, on the other hand, many cattle 
raisers, who have been almost driven out of the business in the past two 
or three years on account of drought conditions, will not be in a position 
to take advantage of the new market for some time. 


While ‘Western Canadian consumers undoubtedly benefit by reduc- 
tion of tariff on a number of commoditie: portable from the U.S.A., it 
should not necessarily be assumed that the benefit will be immediate on all 
articles covered by the agreement or even, in some cases, to the full extent 
of the reduction in duty. For example, it has already been announced by 
the: radio dealers’ association in Winnipeg that the lowered duty on radios 
will not result in reduction of price to the Canadian purchaser because 
radios sold in this country are made in Canada.“and are considerably 
cheaper than the American models plus duty.” 

These statements are not made with any intent to belittle the agree- 
ment, the efforts of the governments who:have had a hand in the pact or 
the ultimate results which may ensue as a result of the insertion of the thin 
end of the wedge, but they are made in the hope that over-optimism’' as to 
‘immediate results will not result in disappointment. 2 

No matter what the operation of this first agreement may bring in the 
way of benefits to Western Canadian producers of exports and consumers of 
imports, the important thing is that it paves the way for further conces- 
sions and, it is to be hoped, in the not far distant future. 

It might also well be pointed out that there are some indications that 
the operation of this pioneer pact may prove to be more beneficial than the 
more cautious commentators anticipate. The daily press reported that 
eastern Canadian manufacturers are apprehensive and, on the other side of 
the international boundary a number of interests, fearful of the effects of 
new Canadian imports, are planning to lodge vigorous protests at Wash- 
ington. Straws show which way the wind is blowing. 

This would indicate that the new agreement may be pitchforked into 
the political arena in the United States and may be a casus bellum in the 
next national elections in that country, with what results remains to be 
seen. It is comforting to know that President Roosévelt has stated he be- 
lieves the agreement will double the trade between the two countries within 
a couple of years and it may reasonably be expected that he will defend his 
action rather than recede from the position. he has taken:

Fashions A Telescope 


Western Ontario Student Makes Him- 
self An Efficient Instrument 


A few pieces of sheet metal, some 
bits of a broken’ windshield, and 
Randad Cole, of Clinton, University 
of Western Ontario Student, -can 
watch the rings gaily spinning about 
Saturn, or the moons on their never- 
ending trail around Jupiter. 

For 18 months, he devoted his 
sparé hours to working on odds and 
ends, and out of them, he fashioned, 
at no- great expense, a_ telescope.

Archdeacon Almond Defines Four 
Principals For United States 

And Canada 

Archdeacon J. M. Almond,’ director 
of Chaplains of the Canadian Corps, 
in an address in New York,. said: 
“There are four principles by which 
we in the United States and Canada 
should be guided toward everlasting 
peace. They are qualifications of 
principles that already exist. The 
first is patriotism, but patriotism 
without provocation. The second is 
liberty, but liberty without license.

And the 
fourth, is interdependence, instead of 
independence. We are akin to each 
other and in our interdependence lies 
greak strength.
